as fov a fruit display, it tfus wholly un- 
expected, and a surprise to us all. 
Your vegetables, especially the potatoes, 
were remarkable for their size, uniform- 
ity of shape, and compactness of texture. 
The flavor and general tabla qualities I 
did not test personally. I was particu- 
larly interested iu your fine specimens 
of "snowflake," a superior variety origi- 
nated by an old friend apd neighbor in 
Vermont, and I very much regret that I 
did not sample their quality, as they 
were superior in appearance to any I 
ever saw among the Green Mountains 
—another instance of race improvement 
by emigration. Of your grain I was 
chiefly attracted by your wheat and oats; 
tho plumpness, hardness and weight of 
the groin commanded immediate atten- 
tion. Your wheat was especially note- 
worthy; the indicated yield of 60 bushels 
per acre and 68 pounds to the bushel 
waa quite beyond my idea of wheat 
crops.
